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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The disclosure should be carefully reviewed to ensure that any and all 
grammatical, idiomatic, and spelling or other minor errors are corrected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8, 10-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Perelle (US 5,677,613). The reference discloses a method of regulating 
charge to multiple batteries wherein a first battery unit 2 is charged from a power supply 
3, parameters such as voltage V is monitored via measure 20 through interface 5. A 
portion of the charging current is diverted to a second battery unit 2 when the voltage 
across the first battery 2 reached a threshold value VS. See column 4, line 5-10. 
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Regarding specific claims 4-8 and 14-18, the charging current is reduced from 
maximum to a minimum and the respective difference in current is diverted accordingly. 
See column 4, lines 30-45 and figure 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Perelle (US 5,677,613). The reference does not show the specific detail method of the 

charger cradle having pockets to house the batteries. It would have been obvious to 

one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have a couple 

method step to place the battery to its respective charging pocket, since it has been 

held that omission of an element and its function in a combination where the remaining 

elements perform the same functions as before involves only routine skill in the art. In 

reKarlson, 136 USPQ 184.
